| EMPLOYERS REFUSE PEACE 

Meanwhile, a spontaneous pick- 
et line 2000 maritime workers 
had. massed at Pier 35, awaiting 
developments. 

The shipowners refused to allow 
the: requested examination of the 
Santa Rosa crew's books, how- 
ever. The Distrct Council, still 
seeking peace, then voted again 
in favor of, working the ship's 
cargo. 

Disregarding this, shipowners 
sent notice of the suspension of 
the Longshore Award and de- 
clared a return to conditions ex- 
isting previous to the 1934 
strike when longshoremen were 
hired from the docks. 

Actual suspension of the award 
occurred at 3:25 p. m. yesterday. 

In a lengthy statement sent the 
longshoremen and the press the 
employers attempted to justify 
the flockout by the usual charge 
of ’violation” of the award.

“Our union took action Mon- 
day night and our members are 
prepared at this time to handle 
the cargo on the steamer Santa 
Rosa as called for by our agree- 
ment.” 

He denied that longshoremen 
had been responsible for some 
400 alleged “violations” listed by 
the employers. He denied long- 
shoremen had violated the award 
or the decisions of the arbitrator 
provided for by the award in case 
of disputes. 

PLANNED ATTACK 

Bridges pointed out that under 
the award the employers have no 
right to hire longshoremen other 
than through the joint hiring ‘all 
that no notice termination 
of the agreement can be given by 
cither party to take effect prior 
to September 1, 1936. 

The longshore president re-em- 
phasized the willingness of the 
union to submit all disputes to 
the regular channels provided for 
settling them—through the ma- 
chinery provided by.the National 
Longshoremen’s Board. 

The present lockout was planned 
by the shipowners® last January 
but postponed when the District 
Council’ of the Maritime Federa- 
tion exposed the plot and demand- 
ed a public Congressional invese 
sion cmt:

Surplus values (profits) for December, 
1935, for manufacturing industries were over 
a billion dollars, almost reaching the peak 
figure of june, 1929, while wage-payrolls 
are 30 per cent less for the same period. 
The rate of surplus values at the end of 
1935 were at a level higher than that of the 
1929 peak. 


The most conservative estimates admit that 
unemployment is at least ten to twelve million. 
The only conclusion to draw from these figures, 
in the fourth year of the Roosevelt New Deal, 
is the need for the workers and farmers to build 
a Farmer-Labor Party and fight for social in- 
surance, higher wages, and shorter hours. 
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
